Sheriff Wittmann said informa- 
tion on Morris’ arrest was report- 
ed to him by R. J. Abbaticchio 
Jr., special agent in charge, New 
Orleans division, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, with whom the 
sheriff's office has been in close 
liaison since the daring escape of 
the former Montana rodeo rider. 

Morris was arrested by Long 
Beach police on a drunk charge, 
released to the FBI after his 
identity was ascertained, and then 
placed in custody of the U.S. 
Marshal at Los Angeles where 
he is being held in default of 
$50,000 bond on a charge of un- 
lawful’ flight to escape prosecu- 
tion, Sheriff Wittmann said. 

District Attorney Boyce Holle- 
man, informed of the arrest. said 
yesterday Morris, under indict- 
ment for the Nov. 23, 1955, slay- 
ing of Charles Flink, 39-year-old 
Bay St. Louis novelty store op- 
erator, will be brought to trial 
a fourth time in Hancock County 
Circuit Court at the September 
term, which convenes Sept. 9, 
“if we have time to get him back.” 

Harrison County Prosecutor Gas- 
ton Hewes said arrangements 
are being made immediately to 
extradite Morris, who is report- 
edly undecided about waiving ex- 
tradition in an effort to put him 
on trial in September. 

Three previous trials had end- 
ed in mistrials before Morris 
staged a spectacular break-out 
from the heavy wire mesh of an 
exercise cage atop the three- 
story structure. He was being 
held in the Harrison jail for Han- 
cock County. 

Morris was later indicted by a 
Harrison County grand jury for 
escaping jail. A Jackson coun- 
ty grand jury also had previous- 
y tadicted him for possession of 
iarectics while residing temporar- 
ty in Ocean Springs prior to the 
Flink murder 3 

The arrest of the ex-cowboy fol- 
lowed an intensive search through- 
sut southern California anq the 
Northwest by the FBI, state and 
local law enforcement agencies. 

The case came to a head, Sher- 
iff Wittman said when Mrs. Peg- 
gy ‘Goudelock, former Gulfport 
woman who had befriended Morris 
while he was in jail here, was 
located August 19 at Idaho Falls, 
Idaho. Mrs. Goudelock, according 
to the FBI, has been charged on 
a federal harboring statute, al- 
though Morris was not with her at 
the time of his arrest. 

A subsequent FBI investigation 
revealed Mrs. Goudelock and Mor- 
ris, shortly before had been to 
the home of Morris, foster par- 
ents in Whitehall, Mont., where 
the fugitive’s son, Dale, Lynn, 6, 
was left with the foster parents. 

Mrs. Rose Liggett, described as 
Morris’ foster mother, appeared

While awaiting the call, Morris 
escaped by a stairway leading to 
the roof of the $500,000 jail 
building, entered the wire exer- 
cise cage through an uniocked 
door, squeezed through a 16-inch 
hole cut in the heavy guage wire 
and apparentiy walked to free- 
dom across the roof of a passage- 
way linking the new jail to the 
old courthouse. Sheriff Wittmann 
later dismissed Cuevas on grounds 
he haq violated instructions. 

After an investigation, Sheriff 
Wittman pointed a finger at a 
possible outside accomplice in the 
escape effort. ` 

Through three torrid trials in 
the Hancock County Circuit Court 
in Bay St. Louis in March 1956, 
September 1956 and March 1957, 
Morris maintained he was innocent 
of the November 1955 pistol slay- 
ing of Charles Flink. 

Flink was shot to death when he 
surprised an intruder attempting 
to steal a tire from an automobile 
parked algngside the Flink resi- 
dence on Highway $0 just west of 
Bay St. Louis. 

Expert testimony introduced by 
the State of Mississippi. establish- 
ed the fatal shots were fired by a 
pistol owned by Morris. 

However, all three trials were

On Devise To Signal 
You To Telephone 


A personal signaling service has 
been developed by telephone en- 
gineers and is now being used 
on an experimental basis in Penn- 
z according to J. C. Dabney, 


Southern Bell Manager here. 


The service uses a pocket tran- 
sitor radio receiver set somewhat 
larger than a king-size cigarette 
package, and informs a person 
on the move that there is an im- 
portant message waiting for him 
; his office. 


In practice, the service works 
like this: . 

Mr. J’s secretary wishes to get 

an important message to her boss. 
She calls a special telephone op- 
erator known as the signalling 
operator, and gives her the num- 
ber of Mr Js receiver. The 
operator “dials” the number and 
voice frequence pulses go out 
over the special radio channel to 
start a pleasant tone coming from 
the receiver. Alerted that he has 
a call, Mr. J goes to the nearest 
telephone and calls his office. 
o If successful in operation, the 
system will eventually be offered 
in other parts of the country, 
Mr. Dabney said.
